‘te older Christmas was one we seemed to hold in our 
hands. After all, our hands seemed to create so much 
more of it then than now. 

Many of the gifts were made right in the family. My 
older brother usually had some wooden object out of his 
manual training class, a stool, or a rack for the kitchen 
wall; my sisters were busy with elaborately scrolled ini- 
tials in the corners of handkerchiefs or whole gardens of 
flowers appliqued on aprons. I was too small to make any- 
thing except mischief, but my ambition was to whittle as 
well as my uncle on the farm, who could make a whistle 
which would really blow, or carve little animals out of 
soft pine or a tiny rifle with a peep sight. One year I 
managed to chip and cut and sand a darning egg from a 
chunk of wood, sanding its awkward corners down, rub- 
bing wax in until it was literally a handmade and hand- 
polished thing, wrapped in the fanciest paper I could find 
and presented to my mother as if it were the Kohinoor 
diamond. 

It was our mother, of course, who made the most, some- 
thing for every one of the four children, sewing late every 
night, hiding mysterious articles whenever one of us went 
through the little room off the kitchen where she had her 
sewing machine. By devotion, skill, and loss of sleep, her 
gifts would be finished and wrapped handsomely under 
the tree—the shirt, the coat, the dress—when we came 
down on Christmas morning. 

The Bible has many references to caves, places where 
prophets lived, where Christ was taken after the cruci- 
fixion. We had our own cave right in the house, a little 
closet with a miniature door. We could use it for play 
most of the year, hiding in it dnd scaring ourselves by 
closing the door and sitting in the dreadful dark. Weeks 
before Christmas, however, we had strict orders never to 
enter that closet, as it was my mother’s hiding place for 
gifts.

Designed by Katharine Dukes McAvoy, she’s made them 
sparkle with paste, paints, and artistry. 


The generously flocked tree will always be a favorite at 
Christmas. This one, seen in the Stephen Coney home 
during the Oakland, California, “Peninsula Christmas 
Tour,” is decorated with “fruits” made of ribbon-wrapped 
plastic-foam balls and old light bulbs. The leaves are 
gilded buckram decorated with sequins, 


Edward Axman and Walter Sorenson actually built this 
graceful tree for the William Keuhnaman home. It was 
seen in Racine, Wisconsin, during the Plymouth Congre- 
gational Church “Christmas Caravan.” They clipped and 
reshaped a large pine bough, fixed it in a wooden bucket, 
then sprayed both with flat white paint. 


Multicolor paper ornaments give an artificial tree a gay, 
lighthearted look. Several shapes in an assortment of sizes 
are sealed to fit the branches. Designer Gladys Herndon 
gives directions for making the cube, the ball, and the three-, 
four-, and seven-sided pyramids shown. All can be adapted 
to other occasions. 


For an old-fashioned Christmas in a lace-curtain setting, 
decorate a stately tree with Traditional charm. This one, 
seen in Nancy Abbott's home on the Peninsula tour, is 
done with red ribbons, popcorn strings, and a gala parade 
of dolls. Even the trunk is wrapped in ribbon. Let popcorn 
stand 24 hours before stringing. 


Golden metal pot-cleaners, each stretched and pulled into 
a flowerlike shape then centered with a bright red bauble, 
were used by designer Ouida to make this unusual wall tree. 
Cluster and tack the flowers to a plywood backing cut as a 
triangle. Tree-pot, stuffed with paper to give it form, is 
made of felt and gold braid.

Franz Gruber composed *‘Silent Night” 


“Silent Night’’ was written 140 
years ago in a matter of hours, but 
it will last as long as Christmas. 
Here’s its story: Mice had found 
the bellows of Herr Gruber’s church 
organ in Oberndorf, Austria, so 
tasty a morsel that they proceeded 
to put the instrument out of order 
and that on Christmas Eve, 1818! 
But wanting music at this 
wondrous time, Gruber asked his 
friend and pastor, Father Josef 
Mohr, to write some verses for which he could compose a 
melody. Thus ‘‘Silent Night,” played on a guitar, came 
into being. The song spread over the Tyrolian hills, but 
the names of the poet and composer were lost until 1854. 
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1 A simple ribbon treatment on a plain slab door is a very easy but 


tremendously effective decoration for the holidays. For double 
beauty, repeat the design on the inside. 

Ribbons can be fixed with tacks or double-faced cellophane tape. 
If you have a glass area near the entrance, as here, in the Dr. 
Marco Rogo home, place your Christmas tree near it, so the lights 
shine through with their warm, inviting glow. 


To be truly beautiful, the decorations you use in and about your 
home should be in keeping with its style of architecture, its period 
of decoration, and the color scheme you have used. 

For the bronzed, classic beauty of the Keuhnaman doorway, 
Edward Axman and Walter Sorenson made plaques of cones, nuts 
and leaves, and a pair of stylized trees. The dramatic effect is 
greater because the designs are so right for their setting. 


The lush, rich Della Robbia wreath, long familiar and always 
lovely, is a beautiful choice for the Traditional home. It is most 
handsome when used on an open, uncluttered wall space. This 
one is made of walnuts and artificial fruits wired to a moss-covered 
frame. Magnolia leaves outline the edges. 


Large, floor-to-ceiling windows offer wonderful opportunities for 
the “artist at home” to go to work. And you don’t need to be an 
accomplished professional, either. These stately trees, each topped 
by a star, were inspired by the exciting array of plastic gift-wrap 
and masking tapes now available. 

Keep your design simple, sketch it out roughly on paper, then 
transfer it to the window—scaling proportions to fit. 


You can also be your own stained-glass-window artist and create 
a cathedral-like background for your Nativity grouping. 

Cut colored cellophane papers in triangles of assorted sizes. 
Fit them to the window, sometimes putting one over another to 
get a new color or muted shade. Fix them in place with narrow, 
photographic binding tape. You'll find a sharp, single-edge razor 
a help as you fit the triangles in place. 


This yarn wreath, designed by Gladys Herndon, is fashioned in 
bold Persian colors ranging from gold to fuchsia to violet. It is 
decorated with bright ropes of Christmas beads. The yarn is 
wrapped around a plastic-foam frame. Gold paper stars scattered 
over the door add importance and drama to the smart decoration. 


Colorful rope circlets and a fringed rope wreath bid visitors “Wel- 
come” and “Adieu” during the holiday season. These, like the 
Christmas-tree ornaments shown on page 40, were designed by 
Katharine McAvoy.

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WINTER 
DRIVING 
IIPS

LOOK AT WINTER DRIVING as an 
obstacle course—with ice, snow, and rain 
to hurdle every time you get behind the 
wheel. Whether you take these hurdles 
with ease depends on how well you master 
these driving techniques. 

Study them carefully so your reactions 
to each situation become automatic. 


The rules always apply. 





Get your car ready for winter 
When the temperature starts to dip, 
have a mechanic... 
» Check the spark plugs. 
» Inspect the distributor. 
» Test the electrical system. 
» Change oil, if it’s too heavy 
for cold temperatures. 


>» Examine the carburetor. 
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Pump the brakes. don’t jam them, to stop. Stop- 
ping on slippery roads takes skill. Tromp down on the 
brakes and you’ll go into a skid or spin. By pumping 
pedal lightly and rapidly, the car will slow down with- 
out skidding. Don’t shift car into another gear until 
it’s almost stopped. A lower gear often causes skids. 
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Reck. don’t spin your wheels, when you’re stuck. 
Start straight forward in low gear. Go slowly. When 
you travel as far as you can, quickly shift into reverse. 
When the wheels start to spin, shift quickly into low, 
rapidly repeat shifts. If car has automatic transmis- 
sion, don’t shift while the engine is racing. 














Plan ahead. Look for icy or snowy patches ahead and 
slow down on dry pavement before you meet them. 
Too, look for stalled or slow-moving cars and approach 
them with caution. If you’re on a trip, keep your radio 
tuned to local stations ahead for snow and road bulle- 
tins. At night, don’t overdrive range of headlights. 
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Start signaling well in advance of a stop or turn. 
This gives the other fellow a chance to slow down with- 
out skidding. Your left arm held in a lowered position 
out the window indicates a change in speed; so do your 
brake lights. Use them both. Always keep plenty of 
distance between your car and the one ahead of you. 





Add traction for starting—as well as stopping — 
with snow tires or chains. But even with this equip- 
ment, you should reduce your speed on snow and ice 
so you can brake your car safely. Reducing tire pres- 
sure does not add traction for stoppimg. In fact, this 
gimmick can cause your car to skid. 








Added weight adds traction. A sandbag or two in 
the trunk of your car (don’t overload it) helps tires 
grip better on slippery surfaces—especially if the 
tires have snow treads. Too, if you’re really stuck, 
you can sprinkle sand for traction. Avoid spinning 
wheels, which creates heat. Cold tires grip best.

If yoa’re hopelessly stuek and a passing motorist 
offers help, have him tow, not push, your car free. Put 
your car into “‘neutral’’ and let his car furnish the 
power. If you’re ever stuck over a hill, or where visi- 
bility is poor, be sure to warn approaching traffic with 
flags, flares, or reflective signals. 








Stay out of skids. By simply reducing the speed of 
your car, keeping the wheels pulling steadily, avoid- 
ing sudden stops and changes in speed and direction, 
you can practically eliminate skids. If you do skid, 
steer car in same direction rear end is going. Don’t 
panic. Don’t brake. Stay in gear; accelerate slightly. 
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Skidding often occurs when temperature hovers at 
32 degrees. It takes more distance to stop on melting 
ice or snow than when it’s frozen. Train yourself to 
look for slippery spots at bridges, underpasses, and in 
sheltered areas. In rainy, slushy weather, keep your 
windshield, headlights, taillights wiped clean.

3. Remove pins when glue is just 
partially dry or rope will cling to 
cardboard base. 

4. Let form dry thoroughly. 

5. Paint with tempera paint if 
desired. 

6. Glue decorative ornaments to 
form and let dry before hanging. 

7. Shapes may be used alone or 
as part of a larger design. 

To unravel hemp rope: 

1. Cut rope in one-yard lengths. 

2. Untwist and pull strands 
apart. 

After determining size of or- 
nament to be made, cut untwisted 
hemp into required shorter lengths. 

4. Tie or wire these shorter 
lengths tightly at one end, giving 
the cluster a fanlike shape. 

5. Dye these fan-shaped bundles 
in cold-water dye if color is desired. 
Let dry thoroughly. 

6. Glue hemp fans to front or 
back side of cardboard base, ac- 
cording to your plan of design, as 
shown in Fig. 1. 








7. Use ornaments, ribbons, flow- 
ers, and so forth to cover mechan- 
ics, and decorate your design. ‘ 


8. With scissors, shape 
edges as desired. See Fig. 2 
9. Build wreaths, tree ornaments, 
or wall decorations on heavy card- e ‘ 
board or plastic-foam bases. Some 
suggestions for designs are shown.

This was our Christmas 


that a quick pull on the door would 
reveal all the forbidden treasure, 
but somehow we realized the hal- 
lowed nature of the place, and not 
one of us ever looked. In the last 
few days before Christmas my 
mother would make many trips 
there with the presents she had 
made, and each trip made that odd 
place, which existed only because 
of a carpenter's error, a more se- 
cret and sacred cave 

\ few evenings before Christmas 
we would sit around big dishpans 
of popcorn, each child with a long 
thread and a needle, making strings 
of white corn to glisten from branch 
to branch of the green tree. We had 
raised that corn ourselves in the 
garden behind the house. I had 
spent many hot mornings hoeing 
between the hills of corn, so that 
my feelings toward it were a little 
mixed. I always seemed to jab the 
kernels a lot harder than my sisters, 
so that the needle would break 
through and punch my skin 

There were also popcorn balls to 
be made just the size of baseballs, 
the sticky stuff shaped lovingly in 
our hands. The whole kitchen 
reeked of the warm smell of corn 
and the sweet smell of hot syrup 
and so did we. 

We would wrap in tinfoil the 
oval, pointed butternuts from a 
grove on the farm where my 
mother had been born, tying them 
with string so that they could be 
hung from the tree to have a second 
and more glittering life back again 
in mid-air 

We made the paper cones that 
were to hang on the tree, and filled 
them with candy my sisters had 
boiled and whipped and poured in 
the kitchen. My reward for crack- 
ing the nuts we had gathered in 
gunny sacks after the first frost on 
the farm (and for not eating all 
that I cracked) was scraping the 
pans. Somehow, the bits and drib- 
blings tasted better than the beau- 
tiful neat squares on their trays. 
his did not keep me from stealing 
a few solid pieces when my sisters 
were not looking. Since the candy 
had been made for a solemn holi- 
day, my young conscience’ would 
give me a bad time. This period of 
soul-searching usually lasted as 
long as it took my hand to lift up 
and snatch the candy. I managed 
to beat down my spindly moral 
sense, and to beat a fast retreat to 
another room, where I could con- 
template my wickedness while eat- 
ing the spoils 


ry. 

De entire family either sewed, 
whittled, knitted, sawed, nailed, 
crocheted, embroidered, baked, 
pasted, or cracked to celebrate that 
generous day with gifts. There was 
one object, however, which we 
made just for ourselves, the star for 
the top of the tree, cutting it from 
a stiff piece of cardboard. My job, 
as an avid collector of lead foil (like 
any 100 percent American boy on 
his way to becoming President),

was to produce some large sheets of 
the heavy stuff, not yet rolled into 
a ball to be sold by weight. This I 
did without revealing my sources 
of supply, as some of my brightest 
pieces smelled strongly of Horse 
Shoe Plug, and our Aunt Minnie 
considered nicotine an instrument 
of the devil. 

We would wrap the star in my 
best lead foil and tie it on the high- 
est point of the tree where it could 
reflect the wavering wax candle- 
light, a handmade star, more won- 
derful to us than any in the sky be- 
cause we had actually held it in 
our hands. 


‘The Christmas had two quali- 
ties that were exactly opposite. It 
was closer to home, more hand- 
made than today, but it was also 
more exotic. The tree itself, fir, 
pine, spruce (romantically called 
“evergreen’’), was from far outside 
the Iowa landscape, where elm, 
maple, oak lost their leaves each 
autumn as, it seemed to me, regular 
trees should. But these shipped in 
for Christmas were so strange it was 
as if they might have come from 
that far country where the birth of 
the Child we were celebrating had 
taken place. It was exciting to look 
at the rows of evergreens suddenly 
appearing along the sidewalks in 
what is so expressively called the 
dead of winter. It Was curious to go 
up and touch their hard shininess 
and smell their tang out of remote 
forests. In Iowa, green was the 
color of pastures in June, of young 
corn, of new oats and hay, of living 
crops. Coming as they did in De- 
cember, the green Christmas trees 
brought a sense of the beginning of 
life, exactly at the time when our 


own landscape seemed to have no 
life in it at all. 

What really brought the renewal 
of life to a child was the setting up 
of that tree in the house, its dec- 
orating, and then the magical 
moment when the candles were lit 
and the whole green and romantic 
structure was covered with little 
living flames. 

Of course, the greatest tree was 
the tall one at church on Christmas 
Eve, with its long candles wavering 
in the draughty air and a man 
standing at one side with a 10-foot 
pole which had a wet sponge tied 
on the end, ready to douse any fires 
that started. I fear that, along with 
the other children, we prayed as 
much for a really menacing fire to 
start as we did for the Christ Child. 
Once I was rapped smartly on the 
hand with that rod for trying to get 
an extra sack of candy passed out 
at the end of the service. 

There was always a church play 
on Christmas Eve, given at great 
cost to bed sheets and tempers. I 
was usually an anonymous shep- 
herd with instructions to keep my 
grating voice low so as not to inter- 
fere with those who could sing. 
However, the shepherds carried 
crooks, which we used with deadly 
effect to trip the ankles of the 
splendid characters who had been 
the saintly Joseph and the Wise 
Men a few minutes before. The 
star that led the Wise Men across 
the desert traveled on a wire across 
the tiny stage, and often stuck half- 
way along before it reached the 
barn where Joseph and Mary and 
the Child lay. One of the shep- 
herds would lift his crook to the 
starry heavens and shove that way- 
ward star over where it belonged, 
sometimes bringing down the skies 
themselves. 

Back home that night, while I 
sat by our smaller tree with my 
own wet sponge, all the children 
had a pile of exotic, once-a-year 
nuts. There were pecans, almonds, 
and Brazil nuts, remarkable and 
unreal when compared to the hazel

and hickory and butternuts from 
the farm. But most different of all 
was the “English” walnut. Our 
Iowa black walnut was a rugged 
thing, which stained our hands 
yellow-brown in gathering and had 
a shell so tough it had to be beaten 
with a hammer on a flatiron (which 
we used to call a sadiron). These 
English walnuts, however, had 
fragile shells which my brother 
could crush in his hands, and meats 
which, while sweet, lacked the oily 
richness of our native black wal- 
nuts. It took brute strength to 
break through to the meat of our 
own kind, but the reward was a 
tastier and solider one. 

We all hung our stockings from 
a table on which the tree stood, 
knowing that in the morning we 
would find in the toe a fresh 
orange, the only one we were sure 
of getting all year, for it was not a 
time when fruit traveled as gaily 
around the country as it does now. 
The orange,. like the English wal- 
nut and the evergreen tree itself, 
came to our hands with a sense of 
distance about it. Surely that feel- 
ing is gone for children now, when 
they see oranges all the year round, 
and are used to being told to drink 
their juice. We savored our orange, 
section by slow section, and rubbed 
the aromatic skin on our noses, and 
felt in its orange-colored sweetness 
something of the far-off country of 
Palestine. 

Although wiser heads have as- 
sured me that the orange may have 
come from Florida, the walnut 
from California, and the pine tree 
from Minnesota, and although my 
geography has expanded to include 
other continents, if not other stars, 
when all of these objects come to- 
gether at Christmas I still have a 
child’s shock of being very close to 
the old village of Bethlehem in that 
first instant of the Christian era. 


Line all decent Iowans, we had 
cousins in California who sent us 
boxes with pictures of palm trees, 
clusters of raisins, Chinese baskets 
with dragons circling them so that 
they scorched their own tails with 
the fire from their mouths. These 
also gave an exotic flavor to the 
season. It enchanted me to dis- 
cover that branches of our own 
family lived in places which might 
be, to judge by the articles we re- 
ceived, not far from Judea, the 
fruit-growing country where that 
celebrated birth occurred. Later I 
was disillusioned, but for some 
years it gave me a powerful satis- 
faction to think that, through my 
cousins, I shared in that place and 
that event. 

Perhaps the most exotic, and 
certainly the most exciting, object 
to come from far away was the an- 
nual huge box of candy from my 
Uncle George, who had gone West 
as a young man and set up a candy 
store near the Blackfoot Indian 
reservation in Idaho. He always in- 
cluded in his package a box of 
chocolates labeled “‘fancy,”’ hand- 
dipped, with a “gold”’ spoon tied to 
the top by an orchid ribbon. The 
cover bore a full-length portrait of 
a scantily clad beauty, bold enough 
to stand there almost naked, but 
shy enough to turn slightly away 
from us all-too-eager viewers. This

caused a certain amount of soul- 
searching among the more pious 
members of the family, who never- 
theless always managed to eat a 
good share of the chocolates. Aunt 
Minnie simply ignored the daring 
young girl and looked on the cover 
as a landscape, commenting on 
what a nice waterfall that was. 

So we made our Christmas, part- 
ly with our hands, partly with the 
strange-seeming things long since 
become familiar. We _ scattered 
thimble cookies under the tree for 
any Brownies who happened to be 
passing by that night. There must 
have been a lot of them on the 
move, because by morning the 
little cookies would all be gone. We 
went up to bed knowing that we 
had made such gifts as each child 
could at his own age, and knowing 
that in the morning there would be 
a shining star on the tip of the 
Christmas tree, because we had 
shaped it ourselves and hung it 
there. That was long years before 
these times in which men are try- 
ing to hang their new metallic stars 
in space. Will they have such hope 
and joy in their clever machines as 
we had in our plain star, silvery 
with lead foil and reeking richly 
of that tobacco which Aunt Minnie 
fought with barehanded gallantry? 

Hanging over the stair railing on 


Christmas Eve for a last hope of 


seeing, if not Santa Claus himself, 
then at least a late-working mail- 
man with a package, the last sound 
we heard would be the sewing 
machine. It was an old foot-pow- 
ered machine, whirring on into the 
late night on a final hem, resem- 
bling my mother in its strength for 
work, its steadiness, the cheerful 
sound it made. If I heard that 
treadle going tonight I would look 
across the room for a tree with 
candles, and look out the window 
for a drift of snow with its blue 
shadow. Most of all, | would want 
to hear it stop, to be followed by 
my mother’s hurrying, bright steps 
going from sewing machine to 
Christmas tree with the last pack- 
ages, weary but eager, the floor 
creaking as the house turned cold 

It was pleasant to burrow down 
in the covers knowing that in a few 


hours the early heat creeping out of 


the hot-air register near my bed 
would toss and sway the red paper 
bell hung over it, silently ringing in 
Christmas Day 


A. the first dim touch of light on 
the edge of a heavy morning sky, 
we ran downstairs, lit the wax can- 
dies, and began to open our gifts 
under flickering lights and with 
the resinous tang of scorched pine 
needles in the air. We opened our 
packages in order, the youngest 
member of the family first, so that 
all of us had a share in every gift 
Always these were the useful 
things we needed, delayed until 
they could be counted as a part of 
Christmas, the products of that 
busy sewing machine, dresses for 
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my sisters, shirts for my brother 
and me. Every year we all re- 
ceived mittens connected with a 
long cord to run through the 
sleeves of our coats so they would 
not be lost. 

There were the wonderful pres- 
ents, too. In the toe of his stocking 
was my brother’s first watch, thick, 
with a big stem for winding and a 
place inside the back cover where 
one day he would have a tiny pic- 
ture. Held up to the candlelight, it 
seemed more radiant than jewels 
or the gay sun itself, just beginning 
to shine through the window. 
There was also my older sister’s 
last doll, the largest yet, with hair 
the color of her own, and a set of 
doll clothes my mother had made 
in imitation of my sister’s own 
dresses and coats. I remember a 
tiny tam-o’-shanter, brilliant red, 
worn at an angle over the doll’s 
long curls with such devastating 
effect that I yearned for such a 
treasure and in the following 
weeks secretly picked up that doll 
and held it. 


Ou: stockings would be filled 
with little presents and with candy, 
that hard kind with designs of 
flowers, and no matter how hard 
you licked it and how small the 
piece became, the flower remained 
whole to the end. We had long 
arguments about the questions of 
stockings, whether each of us 
should hang one he actually wore, 
or whether we had a right to hang 
the largest we could find. Natural- 
ly, the smallest children were bitter 
at the idea of hanging their own 
narrow stockings, and glorious 
were the years when we found our 
father’s long, heavy sox for high 
boots. 

This was the only time during 
the year when we were given 
books. I would lay my hands on 
the hard package as if the story of 
Buffalo Bill, or the honest young 
man in Horatio Alger, or the song- 
sounding stanzas of Stevenson’s A 
Child’s Garden of Verses could break 


through the paper and rush up the 
tips of my fingers. 

Before long, other children 
would be pouring in from around 
the neighborhood to admire our 
presents and invite us over to look 
at theirs. Then by midmorning we 
would be back home helping pre- 
pare for the invasion of relatives at 
noon. We had to clear the living 
room of its chaos: wrapping pa- 
pers, boxes, string, seals, gifts lost 
in the confusion. But the really 
important work was in the kitchen. 
The cookstove had been heating 
up for hours, thanks in part to 
many trips | made for that great- 
est of all quick-burning fuels, corn- 
cobs, of which we had a great pile 
in the back yard. Our range would 
roar when we gave it a little draft. 
It made an impressive sound of 
cooking, giving off growls and 
threats at the pots and pans, warn- 
ing them to start cooking, or suffer 
for it. Somehow, our silent mod- 
ern cooking seems unreal and un- 
fair, as if the heat sneaked up on 
the food without warning. 

The first food preparations had, 
of course, been made months be- 
fore. There were cookies with nuts, 
raisins, and spices piled in an earth- 
enware crock and put in the base- 
ment to age. There were green 
peppers stuffed with cabbage and 
put in crocks of brine. There were 
sweet pickles which, while cooking, 
had a penny thrown into the kettle 
so they would turn bright green. 
There were crocks of mincemeat 
with green tomatoes and currants. 
All of these crocks were that fine 
earth-gray color, lined up on 
shelves in the basement, and it was 
my job to bring them up the steep 
stairway from the cellar, holding 
each crock under my nose so that I 
could breathe in the special, rich 
odor of each, the dill picked in the 
hot August sun, the cabbages cut 


just before frost in early October. 


The finest flavor of all came 
from the spiced apples, which had 
lengths of real cinnamon in their 
jars. As a reward for trudging up 
and down stairs, I would be al- 
lowed to take out a stick of cinna- 
mon, dripping with apple juice 
and tasting of spices I could not 
name. This | would suck, making 
it last all day. Sitting by the kitchen

As a general rule, the special Christmas plants such as 
poinsettias and mums can be given freely to anyone on your 
gift list. A daily check on watering will be all they need, un- 
til the blooms fade and the plants are discarded. 


But if your gift choices extend into year-around plants, 
then you should select ones iat meet the skills and interests 
of the receiver. The charts on page 88 give you a sound 
basis for selection. Plants in the first list are best given to 
those who already are enthusiastic about house plants, and 
have some of the experience needed to keep them thriving. 
You can give plants in the second list to anyone, with as- 
surance they will grow with a minimum of care. 





If you decide to deliver gift plants yourself, and the weather is cold, 
wrap them carefully to prevent freezing. Most foliage plants and 
vines can be effectively protected by several layers of newspapers. 
Start at the corner, roll to other corner and fold back top and bottom. 
Fasten with tape or staples. Re-roll with gift-wrap paper. 





Flowering plants and other plants which can not be protected by 
newspaper rolls, can be carried by technique shown here. You can 
substitute crushed paper for the center carton. If the temperature is 
below 30 on delivery day, warm up the car before you load the plants. 
A quick drop in temperature could easily damage them.

Dee. I On this bright and chilly 
day, I got outdoors to feed the birds 
and from inside, did a lot of watch- 
ing as they came to the feeders to 
eat. Two new ones for this season 
showed up—a hairy woodpecker 
and that funny looking nuthatch 
with a sorta red breast and stubby 
tail.

Dee. 2 On my way home, stopped 
at one of the garden stores to look 
at the Christmas things already on 
display and to buy some bayberry 
candles for Mrs. Maggie. All such 
candles in stock had already been 
sold but more are on order.
